The registration frauds have been more 
extensive than we believed from the proofs 
at hand yesterday. At least 25,000 names 
are illegally upon’ the poll-lists, and nearly

officials and challengers do their whole duty 
to-day, and do it fearlessly. The great ma- 
jority of these repeaters are well known or 
can be easily detected by an inquiry at the 
houses they have given as domiciles, and it

It has been intimated that if the inspectors 
and challengers resist the repeaters the pub- 
Hic peace will be placed in jeopardy, as it is 
the intention to have the fraudulent votes 
received in some districts at all hazards, in 
order that certain local candidates may 
achieve their ends.

The figures we print ‘in’ our financial 
columns will sufficiently illustrate this im- 
portant point in the substantive reduc- 
tion of the principal, and the saving to 
the Sinking Fund of about three mil- 
lions annually gold interest on the public 
debt. . It will be seen that the unfunded ob-. 
ligations of the Treasury, in the shape of

The only difference is that three per 
cent. per annum has been saved on about ten 
millions of three per cent. greenback certifi- 
cates, by the substitution of angel 
amount of non-interest paying items. 

The policy of the present Secretary in ad- 
hering strictly tothe Sinking Fund act of 
Feb. 25, 1862, has. been questioned by some 
well-meaning authorities, ignorant or for- 
getful of the imperative statutes of Con- 
gress on the subject. of disturbing the green- 
back circulation. They deem that policy 
unwise on the principle that circulation pay- 
able on demand should be redeemed before 
five-twenties,due fifteen years hence. But the 
truth 1s that the Secretary, even if disposed 
to resort to this sort of contraction in carry- 
ing out the’Sinking Fund, hed no option in 
the matter. The laws of Congress left him 
n@ discretion on the subiect. He could not, 
if he would, redeem and withdraw a single 
dollar of the $356,000,000 greenback circula- 
tion, He could not, if he would, call in a 
single dollar of the three per cent. green- 
back certificates, created for the usc of the 
national banks as part 6f their lawful 
money basis. But in regard to the latter it 
is within his discretion not to reissue these 
certificates when voluntarily preseuted for 
redemption, as about ten millions have been 
since the 4th of March. 

The rate of reduction of the Funded Debt 
of the United States sitice the advent of the 
Grant Administration, eight months ago, is 
equal to eight millions of dollars per month, 
nearly one millions per annum. It is 
satisfactory to add that this policy is not to 
be departed from, unless so oriiered hy Con- 
gress, of which there is no immediate prob- 
ability.
